“Mr,"and “Esq 


Bat now comes another of our anomalies, 
one which greatly puzzles European conti 
nentals, and which is not always grasped 
even by our American kinsfolk, This is the 
nature of the Esquire. A class of people are 
babitually called plain ‘‘Mr,” in ordinary 
talk who would be greatly offended if their 
letters were so addressed, I am not speak- 
ing of those who claim a higher adjective 
description ; I mean those who are spoken 
of as Mr. A. B,,” but who, in any formal 
description, from the address of a letter up- 
ward, must be described as “A. B., Esq.” 
In itself, Heqaire, like Knight, is a title, if 
not of office, of something very like office; 
and it would not have been wonderfol if it 
had been usual to call men ‘Knight A. 
and ‘Esquire B.” But “Knight A.” seems 
never to have been in use; and “Esquire,” 
or rather “‘Esquite B,,” can hardly be said 
to have ever been in polite use, Men like 
Hampden, who would have ranked as nobles 
anywhere out of the British kingdom, were 
simply “Mr, Hampden,” and the like, 

To be sure, ‘* Mr.” was more of a distinct 
title than it is now, I have seen somewhere 
in the carly records of a New Eogland col- 
opy an order, in which, among other pains 
and penalties decreed sgainsta certain man, 
it is forbidden to speak to him amy longer as 
“Mr.” Possibly, though used to be spoken 
of as “Mr.,” he did not kold the technical 
rank of ‘ Esquire.” For ‘*Eequire” isa 
technical rank, as much as Earl or Knight ; 
and one odd thing is when tho word, ina 
contracted shape, is put before a name, it 
means something different from that technical 
rank, Many people put “Esq.” after their 
names, not by mere assumption or cunven- 
tionality, but of perfect right, to whom no 
living soul would ever think of tacking on 
Squire” before their names. “Squire A.” 
marks a position which, if not strictly 
official, certainly comes very near to it—a 
positiop which is not held by all who are 
described as erqpires even by strict formal

FARMER'S CORNER. 


Packing and Storing Apples. 


reason wh 


In the majority of cases the 
an apple orchard is not profitable in fre 
quently because sufficient care is not exer 
cised in harvesting avd storing tho fruit 
Anide from the general precautions 
ing knocking off applor, picking 
green or too ripe, and mixing different v 
tics in ono barrel, there are other and moro 
important points in regard to tho harvest 
ing to which tho attention should be often 
called, 

Tho sorting of apples is a matter upon 
which many farmers are either ignorant or 
negligent. If a crop is worth raising at all 
it is worth sorting properly at tho harvest. 
All apples should be carefully graded into 
three grades. Tho first or A grade should 
contain fruit of the finest quality, fit to he 
put upon good markets and to be kept until 
spring. The second grade may be disposed 
of in the fall and early winter sales, may 
supply tho local market, or be used largely 
for home consumptson. The third grade 
includes those popularly known as “‘cider 
apples,” but which should be used more pro- 
perly for drying and immediate consump. 
tion, There are always plonty of neighbors 
who are ready to pay a fair price for the 
“oulls.” If theso are to bo used for cider 
they should be again sorted, and the parti- 

ally decayed or very wormy ones thrown to 
the hogs. 

Very few farmers know what constitutes a 
first-grade apple in city markete. In gen- 
eral, it maybe said, that first grades should 
not be over-ripe, neither very green and un 
developed as those which often grow in the 
centre of a thick tree, should not be on 
sided or *'scabb; not jammed or dirty, 
and, above all. not wormy, There aro ccr- 
tain worm-holes, however, which do not 
make an apple second class, but they are 
not common, Ifthe worm hole be recent, 
small and through the apple from end to 
end, it does not usually lessen the keeping 
qualities or appearance. If the “blow end” 
or “‘etem end’ of the apple be filled with 
chips, however and tho portions adjacent to 
the openings of the worm kole be red and 
discolored, or ifan opening is made apy- 
where in the side of the fruit, then the apple 
is second class. Apples apparently sound, 
but which have Jain under the tree until 
they have becomo withered or dirty, are not 

firet-class, Some uniformity in sizo among 
first-class fruit should be secured. Very 
small apples ato apt to be green and imma- 
ture; very largo ones, especially if highly 
colored, are usually over-ripo and will not 
keep jong. B.ldwins and others which aro 
attacker b dry rot are second or third 
class. No ..,ut, spongy apples should be 
packed with the first grade. As far as pos- 
sible first grades should have the stems on, 
and should be free from all rust and leaves 
It may bo true that very few of the apples 
in an average orchard are first-class trui 
but it pays to pack those fow by themselves, 
noverth«less, If not sorted the whole crop 
will sell for second class fruit, The fruit put 
upon the market by farmers as first class 
fruit often contains much that will rank as 
third class, 

In making the recond grade the spple 
growor is left more to his own liking. He 
should know how long he wishes this frait 
to keep and should sort and pack according- 
ly, being guided by experience and good 
sense as to how good or bad an apple must 
be to keep in good condition for o certain 
length of time, It is a mistaken notion that 
commission men and apple dealers take the 
packer’s word for the contents of the barrel, 
unless indeed the packer has established his 
reputation. [Barrels are opened and the con- 
tants examined. The fruit «lls upon ite 
merits, 

When the apples are packed in the barrels 
the lower head should be faced with two or 
three layers of average sample apples placed 
in circles and with the stem end down, The 
fruit may then be put in in small quantities 
at a time, taking care that itis settled down 
firmly. ‘The barrel should be lightly shaken 
two or three times at intervals during the 
packing. On the upper end also place a 
facing of frnit with stemends up. The bar- 
rel should be alittle more than full. Squeeze 
it down with a screw press and put the head 
in neatly, A neat, cloan barrel js worth ten 
per cent, more than a dirty and bungling 
one, Use new, clean apple barrels, The 
barrel should be so tightly packed that its 
sontents will not rattle when it is rolled, 

It is not a good planto pile apples inheaps 
or to cart them into the barn to “sweat” 
before they are packed, The extra handling 
is expensive and injures the fruit. Before 
being stored for winter, however, the barrels 
nhould be put under an open shed, or turned 
oo their sides and leftin theorchard, They 
will need a rough protection of canvas or 

owrds during o heavy rain. Having lain a 
fow days they are ready to be stored. The 
thir-i-class fruit, which will not be barrelled, 
may be left in piles under the trees until the 
remainder of the fruit is disposed of. It in 
a good plan to bury Golden Russcts, Uxless 
the cellar is an « xceptionally good one, they 
will wither and become almost worthless by 
spricg. Bary in much the same way as po 
tatoes are buried, using plenty of straw 
They will keep till April, when they will be 
freab, plamp and crisp, and worth the high- 
eat price, 

Apples should not be stored too soon. If 
barreled fora couple of weeks or more bo. 
fore storing shey will keep as well or bette 
The only secrets in storing are to kee p th 
fruit dry and cold. Few cellars are cc 
enough to keep winter apples well, The 
colder they can be kept and not freeze the 
better. A cellar with stone walls built in 
gravel soil, and with a good ventilation, is 
the best for kéeping apples. Fow cellars 
which have to be drained ke ep them well. 
It tho bottom of the cellar is the natural 
gravel, and is never wet, #0 much the better, 
Cement floors aro not usually desirabl 
Noxt to a good natural gravel floor, a brick 
floor Inid without mortar is best, If the 
walls and articles in the cellar get movldy, 
it ia no fit place for storing apples. If th« 
fruit is kept dry but warm, it loses its risp 
ness and flavor and keeps poorly, The tem- 
perature should be even, if the temperature 
of the cellar can be regulated by letting in 
or excluding air, a thermometer should b 
had, and it should be kept as near froe , 
as possible, If apples are to bo kept { 
very late spring anil early summer markets, 
ice should be supplied to the cellar after the 
weather becomes warm, Set the barrels on 
bricks or blouks, two or three

ren of the regiment had been left when the 
mutiny broke out. Strange to say the wife 
of the bandsman had told the other wives 
that she knew her husband was killed, as he 
had appeared at her bedaide on a certain 
date, and that ho was pointing to his throat, 
which seemed to be covered with blood. She 
Was 80 convinced that her husband was 
amongst the slain that while waiting for 
news from headquarters she donned widow's 
weeds at once. When she received the ususl 
monthly letter she found by it that the time 
of the appearance of the apparition and the 
date of her husband's fall corresponded,

Ex.Seoretary of tho Treasury Windom is 
now in London trying to raise money for 
building an arcade under the whole length of 
Broadway, New York.

The scheme 
is to make a new street under the present 
surface of Broadway, extending to the houses 
on each side, and lit by electric lights at 
night and glass reflectoré in the daytime, 
The middle of the street would hold railway 
tracks, not only for city travel, but to ac- 
commodate in-coming trains from every part 
of the country.

The Bridogroom's “ Best Man.” 


The custom of a bridegroom a being attend 
ed on his marriage by a friend or relative, 
who is styled the ‘* best man,” so practiced 
at weddings in the present day, is of great 
antiquity, descending from our Saxon an 
cestors, In their time marriayes were al 
ways celebrated in the house of a bridegroom. 
On the day before the wedding all his friends 
and relations, having been invited, arrived 
at his house and spent the time in feasting 
and in preparing for the approaching cere 
mony. Next came the bridegroom's com- 
pany mounted on horseback, completely 
armed, who proceeded in great state and 
order, under the command of one who was 
called the forewistaman or foremost man, to 
receive and conduct the bride in safety to 
the house of her future husband. The 
bride, in her turn, was attended by her 
guardian and other male relatives, led by a 
matron, who was called the bride's woman 
and foliowed by a company of young maid 
ens, who were called bridesmaids, The 
Saxon forewistaman of the ninth century is 
the prototype of the English “ best man " of 
the nineteenth.

Why Honesty is Unknown ta Tonquin. 


< 


Few words are necessary regarding the 
Anamite administration. The system is 
precisely that of the Chinese. Tonquin is 
divided into tixteen provinces, seven of the 
first order, cight of the second, and one of 
the third, the latter two orders being at- 
tached to the first, Each commune has a 
mayor. Each lot of twenty or thirty com- 
munes for a sub-prefecture ; six of these 
make a prefecture, governed by a Tuanfu or 
perfect Provinces of the first class have each 
three great Mandarias, similar to those of 
China, tho first is Tongdoe or governor, the 
second B chink or treasurer, the third Au- 
sat or juge. Oace Tonqain had a Viceroy, 
but latterly it was found unwise to have 
officials of such high rank and power per- 
manently there, and only an occasional 
Royal Commissioner is sent to report. The 
titles Viceroy and Governor represent very 
different positions from those similar 
officers in Caina, whire the power, wealth, 
and responsibilities of those cflicers are con- 
siderable, In mountain and platean dis 
tricts there are tribes forming administra- 
tive divisions, the oflice of Mandarin being 
held bya Tassu, and aboriginal hereditary 
chief, similar to those of ( fonquin 
has copied from China, as indicted, its ad 
ministrative system, and borrowed its liter- 
sture, religion, and manners; in fact Ton- 
quin isa copy of the lower parts of E.stern 
Chioa. Nothing new, nothing original ar 
rests the attention of the strapger who has 
travelled in the Celestial Empire, The ad- 
ation, though admirable, fails here 
hiva, and from tho same reason, tke 
ause being the inadequacy of pay 
Corruption as a fine art has been carried to 
its highest limits, When you learn the 
scale of official salaries. you will understand 
one reason why honesty is an unknown 
quantity iu Tonquin, at least among offivi 
the monthly pays are governor 16 ; prefest, 
2s, Gd. ; private soldiers’ 91.

Mr. C. F. Ritchel, of Bridgeport, Con- 
necticut, is the latest of the inventors in 
to whose hearts it has been put to solve 
the problem, although his efforts appear 
to be rather towards acrostatics than to 
word acronautics—to enable man to hover 
rather than to fly. However, the suc 
cessful solution of the problem of acrosta- 
tion would take us a long way toward 
flight, The great need of the acrostat has 
been a tissue light and not transpirable, 
which will retaiy his gas in an efficacious 
state without destroying the buoyancy of 
the balloon in a few hours by leakage. 
Mr. Ritchel uses for his balloon, which is 
a cylindrical reservoir of gas, Scotch ging- 
ham coated with rubber and sulphur, For 
this composition he claims the advantage 
that it will not rot the balloon as the 
ordinary coating of boiled linseed-oil does 
by generating an acid that eats the vege- 
table fibtes. Tho composition in this 
caso is\pressed into the fibre with heated 
rollers, and then vulcanized. 

The balloon—that is to say, the, cylin- 
der—is 85 feet long by in diameter, 
and bas thus a capacity of 81,000 feot of 
gas. Pure hydfogen gas having a lifting 
capacity of seventy pounds to the thou- 
sand feet, this cylinder is expected» to 
carry a load of 6670 pounds.

‘Tho following conclusions were adopted 
by the Third International Congress of 
Opponents to Compulsory Vaccination, 
recently held at Berne, Switz rland, under 
the Presidency of Dr. Adolf Vogt, Pro- 
fessor of Hygiene and Medicine in the 
Bern University, in favor of the abroga- 
tion of the laws 

1,—That comprehensive study of vital 
statistics proves that the extension of the 
practice of Vaccination bears no logical re- 
lation to jhe reduction of amall-pox. 

2,—That whilst the virus used for the 
excitation of the disease designated vac- 
cinia is of various origins and uncertain 
character, it is also liable to occasion, 
intensify, and conyey, other and serious 
maladies. 

3.—That statistics gathered from Euro- 
oan States, and from India, establish the 
fact that small-pox (like the other members 
of the class of zymotic diseases to which 
it belongs), originates in, and is fostered 
by, insanitary conditions, and is only ef- 
fectually combatted by their removal ; 
that Vaccination is’ inoperative upon 
mortality where sanitation 18 defective, 
and superfluous where sanitation provails

matters may sivethe money, at least in part, 
now #pent in the purchase of commercial 
fertilizers. Few farmers exhaust the do- 
mestic supply of fertilizing materials.—Cul- 
tivator.

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Turkish Brigands, 


A now and very successful way of dealing 
with brigands has been adopted by the in- 
habitants of the village of Kossovo, in Tur- 
key. For somo time past tho numerous 
bands of brigands in tho district haverender- 
ed life almost intolerable. ‘They not only 
infested the roads, rendering locomotion im- 
possible, but also made raids into the neigh- 
boring villages, The whole of the villages

of mixtures and boluses is go fixed and an- 
clent a tradition that it is only very slowly 
that the world will give itup. The anxiety 
of the friends of the patients wants to do 
more than follow the simple directions of 
“nursing,” which have been so carefally 
indicated, and possess apparently £0 little 
remedial power. There is nothing of the 
unknown about them in which a flattering 
hope of great advantage can nestle, Thus 
it 18 necessary to educate the world into a 
belief in medicine apart from drugs, which 
finds its power in curing in adaptation of 
the common conditioas of life and applica- 
tions of physiological factsa—a modicine which 
takes into its hands the whol: life, and 
orders and fashions ita every detail with sci- 
entific definit It is found in every- 
day practice that this popular understanding 
of the modern spirit of medicine constantly 
checks the little tentative advances of a 
more scientific treatment, and it is necessary 
that it should be generally understood how 
powerfully the various processes of the 
economy may be affected by the manipula 
tion of the condition of common life.—Brit

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Exploring a Now River. 

Tho expedition of Lioatenant Schwatka 
for exploring the Yakon River, in Alaska, 
seems to have been franght with more ad- 
ventares than valuable discoveries, ‘The Io 
diaos, sixty-five in namber, oarried the 
provisions of the expeditior the 
Dabadee Mountains and through Perra Pass 
to the headwaters of the Yukon. Porra 
Pass is covessd with prepetual snow, and 
it was the middle of Jane it was 
with great difficulty that the white mon 
travelled through it. As they wended their 
woy step aides of the mountains 
one false step would have sent the one 
making it 800 to 1,200 feet into the canyons 
below. Much to the admiration of the 
whites, the Indians, with from fifty to one 
hundred pounds bound to their heads by o 
band around their foreheads, walked with 
the greatest easo in the most slippery and 
perilous places, ‘Their packs in the narrow- 
est passages scraped alung the sides of the 
mountains, the rocks rubbing off the pic 
torial labels on the canned goods and the 
boxes of prepared food, but the Indians 
never halted, faltered nor shifted their 
loads, 

The Yukon, from its head for 800 miles 
down, is a turoultuons river, expanding fre- 
quently into lakes, some amall, some large, 
breaking into rapide, and shooting through 
canyons, Near the headwaters the ex- 
plorers built a raft and, dismissing the In- 
dians, embarked on their unknown voyage. 

They plunged through rapide which threat- 
ened to their craft to pieces; they waded 
waistdecp to push it off the sand bars on 
which it was thrown; at one tine they 
approached a canyon through which they 
could see the water tossing and foaming, 
and they sent a log through to test its 
dangers, The rough treatment which the 
log received frightened them. They de- 
barked their provisions and carried them 
around the canyon, which proved four miles 
long. Here the absence of timber prevent 
ed their building another raft, and two of 
them volunteered to ride the one they bad 
abandoned through the gorge. It was 
strong enough to resist the current and the 
party emerged unharmed, 

Near Fort Yukon the raft shot out from 
@ canyon and came near being wrecked 
upon the beach where a miner stood at 
work, ‘*Good God!” he cried in 
ment, ‘* where did you come from?” 
above,” thoy answerod, and he turned his 
eyes towards the sky as if it might rain 
rafts and yoyagers, 

They sve to have been disappoint- 
ed. in the resources of the country. There 
were no signs of mineral wealth. Tho

discovering that for 1,500 of its 3.000 miles 
the Yakon is navigable, it is hard to say 
what the expedition has yielded. If there 
is nothing to live on, and nothing to pro-

Tho army 
has bréech loading rides and Krapp steel 
cannons, According to German writers. ap 
to 1879 Krupp had sent to China 150 heavy 
guns pnd 279 ficld guns, The army of the 
Governor of Kban-Zu and Shan-Zse, 40,000 
strong, is said to be supplied with all the 
modern arms and to be drilled according to 
tke principles of Moltke and Montenffel, 
This army fought succe 
Yakoob Beg, and, indeed, proved itsoif the 
beat disciplined army in China. It is ob- 
vious, then, that in China, there are only 
about 120,000 men properly armed and 
drilled, while the rest of the soldiers can be 
regarded ooly as undisciplined and unarmed 
reserves. 

“Asto gunpowder and arms the China- 
mon apparently have an abundant supply of 
their own. There are cight excellent arsen 
als, direct.d chiefly by Englishmen, ‘Lhe 
arsenal of Jian-Zin, for ins-ance, tarns oat 
daily 3,600 pounds of powder. At the arsen- 
als of Nankin, and Shanghai tue American 
guns of Remington and Spencer are mang- 
factured. At the Fa tcheu-fu arsenal sub- 
marine mines are prepared, At the Lan- 
tchue-su arsenal cartridges and arms are 
manufactured. ‘The forts are tonnd at the 
mouths of ths great rivers Si-kiangt, Min 
end Yang-tse-Kiang, to protect thu vreat 
cities, Canton, Fu-toeu, and shanghai. in 
the interior of the country all the large 
cities are alao defended by forts. 
tal city of Pekin is, of course, the most 
strongly protected. It is de ded by Fort 
Daku, amply provided with Kropp cannons, 
and is surrounded by stone walls from forty 
toseventy feet th and about forty fect 
high. Nine gates lead tothe city, and these 
ere defended by cannons mounted in the 
numerous towers, 

“China has three reparate fleets, The 
Canton flect comprises twelve gunbouts, of 
which nine were made in Eogland and are 
in charge of English officers, The Fa-kiang 
transport vessels; these were mide at Fa- 
tcheu under the supervision of Frenchmen, 
This fleet is in excellent order, and it is in 
charge of Chinamen. ‘The Shanghai floct is 
composed of nine gunboats, two frigates 
and several transport vessels, All of these 
were made by the Chinamen themselves and 
are rather insignificany Recently China 
has got from England eight iron-clade, 
armed with guos of the largest calibre. 
The ongest most effective part of 
the Chine fleet is made up of thirteen 
amall gunboats, named after the letters of 
the Greek alphabet, of 1 350 tons displao 
ment.

The official report of tho Bureau of 
Industries for the Province of Ontar 
xhows a great falling off in the principal 
grain crops last harvest.

As 
he adyancos, the wholo assembly pros- 
trates itself, uttering prayers aloud At 
a signal from the dervish the people rise, 
and, by the direction of the Mayor, are 
formed into pairs (in silence) for the 
sacrificial procession, the dervish proceed- 
ing at their head to the place of sacrifice, 
In front of the dervish walk four men, in 
vestments of various colors, having their 
faces painted with yellow. Theso men 
strew flowers and palms in the path of the 
advancing dervish. Next follow several 
persons leading the consecrated animals 
destined for sacrifice, after whom comes 
the official who is to slay the animals, 
attended by the Mayor and the men of 
the highest standing in the village. Then 
follow the rabble, the women taking the 
last place of allin the procession. They 
then pass through the main streets of the 
town or village until the place of cere- 
mony is reached, In the caso in quostion 
this was a large, sandy plain, near the 
seashore. A huge stone was set up to 
serve asanaltarfortheoffering to ‘‘Sedan,” 
the evil spirit. Here the leaders of the 
consecrated animals destined for sacrifice 
knelt down, whilo the dervish ascended 
the steps of the altar. As soon as ho 
reached the altar itself the whole assemb- 
lage fell on their knees and joined him in 
a prayer, which was loudly uttered, and 
with many gesticulations; tho dervish 
then, with most vehement adjurations, 
addressed the spirit himself, imploring 
him not to visit the Javanese with any 
further calamity. Strangely enough, 
from some water at hand two or three 
crocodiles at this moment put up their 
heads, a coincidence which, of course, 
produced a great impression on the super- 
stitious assemblage. Probably, however, 
the truth was that the crocodiles were at- 
tracted\ by the rank smell of the goat. 
The dorvish’s addressed to tho evil spirit 
concluded, room was made for the person 
who had been appointed to sacrifice the 
animals, which had previously been bound 
and laid upon the sand. "This official 
advanced armed with a most formidable 
knife, and with considerable dexterity 
laid open the bowels of the victims, which 
he then placed in a row and decorated 
with gay-colored flowers. Next followed 
another prolix prayer from tho dervish, 
after which ho bestowed his blessings up 
on the entire assomblage, who, in the full 
conviction of having appeased the evil 
spirit, retired to their homes and amoked 
pipes of opium which they alleged to be 
for the glorification of their deities, but 
which it ms more reasonable to con- 
clude was for their own solf-gratification 
Soon after the crowd had dispersed, that 
very sensible “ evil spirit ” crawled out of 
the water with a grunt of satimfaction and 
proceeded to devour the sheep and the 
goat with which the ignorance and super- 
stition of the Javanese had provided him 
Tinsley's Magazine.

brain which generatesthought—the mental 
powers decline in force. If the blood is 
supplied with abundance of nutriment for 
the physical regeneration of the wasted 
tissues, and mental action~is counter- 
balanced by the due exercise of the other 
powers of the body, an astonishing amount 
of mental labor can be accomplished. If, 
on the other hand, such physical needs 
are disregarded as food, air, sunlight, and 
varied exercise, the evil consequences of 
such neglect are soon marked. 

The substance of the brain can not be 
injured without impairing the quality of 
the mind. It is unquestionably demon- 
strated that imbecility, hypochondria, 
melancholia, and all forms of insanity may 
result from physical injury to the brain ; 
therefore even a slight indication of 
nervous or mental disturbance should re- 
ceive attention, as it may be an indica- 
tion of such injury. Throughout the 
entire system,the nerves are incorporated 
with blood-vessels ; this intimate connec- 
tion is demonstrated by the fact that if 
the circulation is impeded, even moment- 
arily, the nerves fail in their province of 
conveying impressions to the brain, the 
brain fails to guide the motor power, and 
consciousness falls into abeyance; this 
temporary cessation of sensation and 
thought is called fainting, and if it is pro- 
longed is detrimental to life. It usually 
arises from some shock to the nervous 
system violent enough to cause a local 
physical disturbance, and it endures re- 
latively to the severity of such disturbance 
and the recuperative power of the nervons 
system ; this recuperative power, of 
course, depends upon the sanity of the 
nervous centres; it follows, then, that 
nerves and brain alike should be furnish- 
ed with the abundant means for physical 
rogeneration, in the form of healthy blood.
